Douglas MacArthur returned for a 
brief time to Manila today, ful- 
filling his pledge that he would 
return to the Philippine capital, 
while a g'rim race developed be- 
tween Americans trying to clean 
out the city and a trapped enemy, 
bent on destroying it. 


The American commander visit- 


ed Santo Tomas internment camp 
while it was being shelled by the 
Japanese and left as one shell 
smacked into the earth "within a 
hundred feet of him. The enemy 
artillery had bombarded the area 
intermittently throughout Tues- 
day night and today, wounding' 
some soldiers. 


Internees crowded around when 


MacArthur arrived before noon 
and cheered him lustily. He was 
accompanied by his staff. They 
alighted from their motor cars 
amid cheers of "There's MacAr-- 
thur" and "he's back."

Swede Paper Says 
Nazis Are Forming 
New Ruling Clique 


Stockholm, Feb. 7—(AP)—The 


Stockholm newspaper Aftonbladet 
said today it believed that a re- 
organization of the German gov- 
ernment under which Hitler would 
give up the title of fuehrer to be- 
come the Reich's president, with 
Franz von Papen as chancellor, 
was imminent. 


Its information was attributed 


to "rumors in Berlin which reach- 
ed German circles here." 


Von Papon, an ace of the Ger- 


man diplomatic service, was am- 
bassador to Turkey when Ankara 
broke relations with Berlin last 
Aug. 2. 


The report had the earmarks of 


a German trial balloon designed 
to sound out allied reaction to 
whether such a revamped govern- 
ment 
would have any chance 


of suing for armistice terms. 


It came while President Roose- 


velt, Prime Minister Churchill and 
Premier Stalin were reportedly in 
conference with war problems in- 
cluding Germany's fate. 


Taper Pro-German 


Aftonbladet, which in the early 


stages of the war had a strongly 
pro-German attitude, said Hitler's 
reason for such a change was that 
he "is no longer able to manage 
both the matters of state and war 
leadership." 


By becoming the president of 


the Reich—a post he abolished— 
Hitler would be "laying a favor- 
able basis for taking up interna- 
tional negotiations," 
the paper 


said. 


According to the report, 
Dr. 


Hjaimar Schmacht, former presi- 
dent of the Reichsbank, would be- 
come economic and finance min- 
ister, and Field Marshal Walther 
von Brauchitsch, former comman- 
der in chief of the German army, 
would Become minister of war. 


Brauchitsch is one of the Ger- 


man generals reported at various 
times to have been executed in 
the blood purge following the 
assassination attempt on Hitler 
last July.

Our government's financial con- 


duct of this war has been based 
upon the 
necessary 
assumption 


that (1) the primary object is to 
beat the enemy, not operate eco- 
nomically, and that (2) what the 
Army and Navy say they need 
must be produced as quickly as 
possible, and hang the cost. 


The armed forces have admitted 


on occasion that they were over- 
stocked with personnel or mate- 
riel. And their explanations have 
been reasonable. For example, a 
spokesman of the Army Surgeon 
General said more than a year ago 
that the Army had more doctors 
than it needed, and granted that 
this might work a hardship upon 
civilians. 


"But," he added, "if men die dur- 


ing the invasion of Europe for 
want of medical care, there is go- 
ing to be a bigger how] than 
you're hearing now about the doc- 
tor shortage." And of course he 
was right. 
Invasion casualties 


fortunately were lower than ex- 
pected, but it was sti}] essential to 
make preliminary preparation for 
a heavy toll. 


Perhaps a similar line of rea- 


soning led to conditions which the 
Senate War Investigating Com- 
mittee reports having found at the 
Norfolk Navy Yard. It may be 
that the Navy felt it should have 
an oversupply of workers there, 
just .in case their 
labor 
were 


needed.

The idle labo'r which the senate 
committee says it found at Nor- 
folk is not something which sim- 


Fdir Enough 


I am beginning to be troubled

Harold Ickes when, during the 
presidential campaign, 1 called 
him in print a penny ante chlse- 
ler.

He will chisel 
a large profit, too, and so I am 
happy to do him the justice of

In the story of his life, Ickes

In his report to the senate he not 
only revealed some unsavory con- 
ditions at Norfolk, but suggested 
that there was similar hoarding 
and loafing at other Navy instal- 
lations. And he stated that Navy 
officials had admitted his charges 
in committee hearings. 


We hope that the Navy's reply 


to the Mead report will not be 
confined to blustering and face- 
saving. 
The situation is serious 


and demands frankness from all 
concerned. It also needs the same 
sort of thorough airing as was giv- 
en the scandalous conditions at 
the 
Brewster 
aircraft 
plant— 


which, incidentally, was operating 
under Navy contract.

Peoria, 111., agreed with Lieut. 
Klaus, but both officers were re- 
luctant to talk about themselves.
